ASSESSMENT OF 
RENT 


The Editor, H.K, Daily Press 


Sir,—The Prevention of Eviction 
Ordinance was, admittedly, intend- 
ed as a salutary measure to res- 
train insatiable landlords from 
rapaciously exploiting thelr un- 
fortunate tenants by periodically 
increasing the rents of thelr dwell- 
ings whose refusal to comply with 
the demands would, they know 
result in the certainty of their 
boing evicted from their homes, 
for “the pawer of eviction is,’ 
in the words of The Honourable 
The Attorney General at the 
time of the passing of the original 
ordinance, “a terrible weapon” in 
such a conjested Colony: as Hong- 
kong 

For tnls Ordinance, which con- 
ferg on the public a great mea- 
sure of rellef and benefit, and 
which His Excellency the Gover- 
nor Sir Geoffrey Northcote K. C 
M.G, was undoubtedly responsible 
for bringing into belng, be will be 
ever gratefylly remembered by 
the public of Hongkong as one 
of hig outstanding achievements. 

Nevertheless the periodical rats- 
ing of the rents of the poor ten- 
ants by their greedy landlords 1s, 
unfortunately, as rampant as ever, 
and the reason that few volces 
have been ratseg in indignant pro- 
test against the landlords’ insat!- 
able greed is that the great ma- 
jority of the tenants belong 10 
the poor ignorant class of natives, 
who rather than refuse to comply 
with their landlords's unjust de- 
mands would meekly submit to 
them for fear uf being turned 
out of thelr homes 

On the question of the assess~- 
ment of rent, on which landlords 
seem to place Much reliance, it 
is evident that. because of the 
hazardous way In which it had, 
in some instances, been made, It 
leaves much to be desired. 

Take a case in point — that of 
950 Canton Road, 3rd floor: Exact- 
ly six montbs after Eviction Or- 
dinance had been passed, the 
rent of this flat was increased 
25%, and only last year the old 
landlord again gave notice of a 
further increase in rent, but after

he had recourse to the Assessor. 
In due.course and without any 
notice, .a party consisting of a Eure- 
pean and a Chinese from the 
Assessment Department came to 
the above flat and began measur- 
ing it, which like most corner Chi- 
nese tenement houses is surround- 
ed by frail glasx windows giving 
Into an apology for a verandah 
of only 2 feet 9 inches in width 
which served-no useful purpose. 
Now, to obtain space sufficient 
for three cubicles; these have to 
be erected against theglass win- 
dows which, being exposed com- 
pletely to sun and rain, make it 
{mpossible to put them in such 
a position; so they have to be 
placed against the wall which, 
owing to the space taken up by 
the entrance, leaves Just sufficient 
space for only two cubicles; Shere- 
as all the flats of adjoining 
houses have each three cubicles. 
Therefore, it is, quite clear that, 
according to the dictates of com- 
mon.-sense, any increases. in rent 
should be epportioned proportion~

JAPAN 
‘RUNNING 
AROUND - 
IN CIRCLES 


VANCOUVER, July 22, (By Alr 
mail):—‘Japan ts running round 
in circles and doesn’t know how 
to stop,” said Dr, Kalfred Dip 
Lum, Chinese technical expert on 
foreign affairs and member of the 
Kuomintang Central Executive 
Committee. today in Vancouver, 
Dr, Lum has arrived here to speak 
to a aumber of organisations. 

Dr. Lum declared that Japan 
dare not withdraw from China for 
fear of admitting failure there. 
Her armies are now extended tu 
the Hmit, and It Is absolutely im- 
possible for them to launch any 
new and successful offensive in 
China 

Under Dr. 


the circumstances. 


_jLum added, Japan dare not at- 


tack Russia, and equally she will 
not venture to come into conflict 
with the United States in south 
eastern /sia. 

Cama, Dr. Lum stated, awaits 
oniy the minimum provision ol 
planes, tanks and artillery before 
opening a strong movement tu 
sweep the Japanese back into the 
China Sea . 

“The longer China fights, 
the stronger she gets,” he 
said “The longer Japan fights, 
the weaker she becomes.” 

“At the opening of the present 
war, we had 2,000,000 troops. 
Now, we have: 4,000,000 ‘¢ront-line 
soldiers and 2,000,000 in reserve.” 

China necds only planes, tanks, 
heavy guns and a iew products ol 
heavy industry from outside, he 
stated, as the diversified industry 
developed jn China since the 
opening of the war is now provia- 
Ing munitions in great quantities. ; 

“After the war,” he said, “the 
problem will be one of reconstruc- 
tion all over the world. But m 
China, we are not talking about 
It so much as doing something. 
Reconstruction fn China is well 
under way already. Once peace is 
assured, trade should grow and be 
stabilised between China and 
Canada, and industrlalisation of 
our great country, with all tts 
manpower, will lead to a great de- 
velooment.”—(Central News).

The Punjabis and others in the 
North had promised every support 
for the war effort, he said. “My 
countrymen are: resolved to beat 
the enemy and I am absolutely 
certain that the day is not far 
ahead when we will completely 
destroy him.” 

The chance of Indla bvetng an 
arena of active warjare was very 
remole in His Highness’ opinion, 
but, he said, “if.anybody had his 
whatsoever, India will know what 
to do.” .
